WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6.—President Roosevelt's mes- 


sage was read in both Houses of Congress today. The President 
advocates liberal appropriations and warns Congress against ex- 
travagance. 


On capital and labor he claims that both are entitled to equal 


protection and both must obey the laws. 


He holds that the National Government should control the 


corporations and that railroad rebates must stop. 


Agriculture, irrigation and forestry should be promoted by 


every means possible and the message is strong on the needed im- 
provement in the Consular Service. 


A national quarantine law is deemed desirable. 
On the financial'question the President holds that silver should 


be redeemable in gold. 


He favors the advancement of the merchant marine, develop- 


ment of Oriental markets, regulation of immigration, revision of 
the naturalization and citizenship laws, protection of the purity 
of the ballot, an Alaskan Delegate, a peaceful foreign policy, an 
efficient army and navy, international arbitration, protection of 
Americans abroad, continuance of the present policy with lower 
tariff rates for the Philippines. 


Dealing with Hawaii the President recommends that the Gov- 


ernor be given the power to remove subordinates, appropriations 
for the dredging of Honolulu harbor, and the study of leprosy by 
the Marine Hospital Service. 


The tariff is not mentioned.

THE SAVINGS OP TrtC PEOPLE. 


The total deposits in alt the savings 


banks of thesworldi according to lates' 
official information received by the De- 
partment 
of Commerce and Labor 


through 
Its 
Bureau of Statistics 


amounted to over 110,500,000.000, con- 
tributed by 82,040,000 depositors. Of 
this total the United States shows ag- 
gregate deposits-of $3,060,179,000, credit- 
ed to 7,305,000 depositors. As the figures 
used in arriving at the grand totals 
cover about one-half of the population 
of the world, viz, over $770^000,000, it 
appears that the United States, with 
less than-nine and one-half per cent of 
the total population considered, con- 
tributes over twenty-nine per cent ol 
the total savings deposits recorded. Of 
the total number of depositors, or rath- 
er deposit. accounts, the share of the 
United States .is somewhat less than 
nine per cent, while the average de- 
posit per account is more than four 
times and the. average savings per in- 
habitant more than three and one-half 
times the corresponding averages for 
the rest of the 'world. 


It is interesting to note- that in 


Europe and even in Canada the func- 
tions- of the government In this field 
are larger than in'this'country, where 
the state restricts itself merely to for- 
mulating the general legislation per- 
taining to the subject, sanctioning spe- 
cial charters for the creation of sav- 
ings banks, and»controlllng through 
special officers the proper workings of 
said banks. 
The European govern- 


ments in many cases have shown great- 
er interest in this mode of popular sav- 
ing, 
either by guaranteeing the safety 


of deposits or by instituting government 
institutions, 
chiefly postal 
savings 


banks,' for the receiving and managing 
of savings deposits. In some countries, 
such as Russia, Bulgaria, and Rouma- 
nia, the lack of private initiative and 
-the preponderating-- Influence of. the 
State in the entire economic life of the 
nation have caused the development of 
public savings banks to an almost ex- 
clusive extent; in other countries, such 
as Germany, Switzerland, and France, 
the local public bodies, such as the com- 
munes or cantons, from the very outset 
invited and fostered the deposits of 
small savings by establishing municipal 
savings institutions. 
"Wherever the 


central' government is In immediate, 
though not exclusive, charge of the sav- 
ings service,, as In the United Kingdom, 
Belgium, and Russia, parts of the de- 
posits are invested in government secu- 
rities, BO that the public savings in- 
stitutions there serve the double pur- 
pose of providing a. safe investment for 
the capital of the less well-to-do and 
commercially Inexperienced class of the 
population, as well as of strengthening

with bis nose behind the bars of the 
/prison where he ^ had served ( so long 
and so effiotently as a turnkey. The 
indictment of "Big Jim" was the cul- 
mination of all the investigation of the 
alleged irregulariites at the last elec-, 
tion on the part of the grand jury, 
The warrants for the indicted man's 
arrest were hardly more than issued 
before Kupihea .was formally arrested 
and at once admitted to ball in the sum 
of $1000. 


There were two indictments against 


Jim, the first charging that he had 
gone to the polls along with four oth- 
ers—in other words as one of an or- 
ganization, contrary to the provisions 
of the statute—and voted in a body. 
This is the famous "Red Shirt" brig- 
ade, of which it is charged that the 
indicted man is a leader. The organi- 
zation, apparently, was not large. 


The second indictment charges Jim 


with threatening voters, thereby com- 
pelling them to vote otherwise than- as 
they would have done. This charge, H 
is understood, relates to the so-called 
"numbered ballots," and is therefore 
the charge upon which Colonel lau- 
kea probably counts to make some kint 
of a showing in his contest of the dele- 
gate's seat in Congress, which contest 
laukea la quoted in one of the even- 
ing papers as saying that he would 
commence ' at Washington. Whether 
laukea will wait for the action of the 
special Federal gfend jury before be- 
ginning his contest is not stated, but 
inasmuch as the Federal grand jury 
was called in his behalf he should wait 
a? a matter of common politeness. 


There were six Indictments handed by 


the grand jury yesterday but only 
those against Kupihea were of specia 
moment. Of the others, all ,of which 
were placed on the secret file, three 
were ascertained from the arrests las 
night' to be against persona accused 
of selling liquor illegally. The three 
wtio were arrested were M. S. Frietas, 
M. G. Silva and a Japanese woman o; 
the name of Ito. All the~e were re- 
leased upon the deposit of $200 ball. 
Frietas and Silva, It was said in offi 
cial circles yesterday, are old offend- 
ers.

ty-Nine Years of 


Age Today. 


"Mother" Parker will be ninety-nine 


years old today. 


Few lives have been so full of hon- 


ors as hers, and few have lived to see 
their life work crowned as ihe has. 
Mary Elizabeth Parker was born at 
Branfotd, Connecticut, on December 9, 


1805, 
and was married at 
Guilford, 


Connecticut, September 24, 1832. While 
she waa still a girl, Mrs. Parker heard 
In New York city a lecture, given by 
an eye-witness, descriptive of -savage 
life in the South Sea Islands. She at 
once declared her purpose to become a 
missionary to those people, and she 
kept to her purpose. The opportunity 
came In 1833, when three families, hers 
being among the number, were detach- 
ed from the Hawaiian mission and sent 
to Christianize the cannibal natives of 
Marquesas. 
The experience was a 


short one, but "Mother" Parker 
did 


her duty while It lasted. 


Since then, through 
thirty-seven 


years of active life in Kaneone and 
thirty-five years. in Honolulu, she has 
been a mother to her people, bestowing 
sympathy, good counsel and gifts, and 
she has never lost faith in the ultimate 
good outcome of problems^ of church 
and state.

Tfie foregoing is a summary of the 


requests Governor Carter made for 
Federal appropriations for the Territory 
of Hawaii which, acceding to cable ad- 
vices, President Roosevelt embodied in 
his message to Congress. 


"In relation to harbor improvement, 


"the Governor said yesterday, "I have 
written to Mr. Burton, chairman of the 
Rivers and Harbors Committee, and 
furnished him with a map prepared by 
Mr. Holloway showing the dredging al- 
ready done, together with the banks 
and hummocks In the bottom of the 
harbor at its present dimensions. With 
the best available data Mr. Holloway 
estimated the number of cubic yards 
to bring the harbor to an even 34 feet 
In depth. The estimated cost Is $258,000. 


"The cost of removing the lighthouse 


spit would be $81,000, and that of re- 
moving the shoals on both sides of the 
harbor entrance $550,000. These Items 
make a total of $889,000. That, I In- 
formed Mr. Burton, I thought would 
be necessary to 'put our harbor in a 
satisfactory condition. 


"The Territory Is now expending $300,- 


000 in improving harbors and Blips. If 
the harbor was to be broadened out and 
enlarged by the Federal authorities, we 
wanted our work to conform to theirs. 


"My own opinion Is that we have got 


to have something done. That Is the 
trend of all my letters. There is a good 
prospect now that $850,(JOO for dredging 
the harbor to 34. feet level will be In- 
cluded In the appropriations by Con- 
gress.

Senator 
Mitcnell, of 
Oregon, 
who 


takes a lively Interest In Hawaiian 
matters, has arrived here for the ses- 
sion of Congress. He is very emphatic 
on one point, that is the necessity of 
a River and Harbor appropriation for 
Honolulu. 


"I Intend," said Senator Mitchell to- 


day at the Raleigh hotel, "to do every- 
thing in my power to secure an ap- 
propriation for Honolulu harbor. Ho- 
nolulu needs the Improvement 
and 


Congress ought to appropriate the 
money. Tou can not express my senti- 
ments too strongly on that" subject. 
We are going to have river and har- 
bor legislation this year and Honolu- 
lu deserves a good appropriation In 
the bill." 


"Is that all the river and harbor 


appropriation you intend to ask for 
the Territory?" was Inquired. 


"No," 
replied 
Senator 
Mitchell. 


"Something ought to be done towards 
the Improvement of the harbor at Hllo. 
The need there, too, IB great. I hope 
we can get authority for a survey of 
Hilo Harbor." 


In that connection Senator Mitchell 


said a letter had just been forwarded 
to him from Mr. Peck, of Hllo, who 
was at San Francisco and wanted to 
know where he could meet him. Mr. 
Peck stated hls Intention of coming 
on to Washington where Senator Mit- 
chell will be glad to see him. 


When he was asked what other mat- 


ters for the Hawaiian Territory he had 
In mind for the coming session1 Of Con- 
gress, the Senator replied:

GASPIKG BUT DIED 


A Spaniard named Remon, who has

Yesterday Governor Carter received 


from Fish 
Commissioner 
Geoige M, 


Bowers, of the Bureau of Fisheries of 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor, the letter which follows herewith: 


"Hon. George R. carter. Governor of 


the Territory of 
Hawaii. Sir:—Mr. 


John N. Cobb, who as a member of the 
party from this Bureau which investi- 
gated the fish and fisheries of the Ha- 
waiian Islands in 1901, had charge of the 
commercial mouiries, and made a second 
canvass of those fisheries during the 
present year, has called attention, to the 
urgent need for cetrain changes in the 
present fishery laws of the Territory so 
that commercial fisheries, which are at 
present quite valuable, may be preserved. 
He refers particularly to the use of fine 
meshed nets, by means of which many 
small and immature fishes are needless- 
ly destroyed. 


As you requested of him to be ad- 


vised of any changes in the present Ter- 
ritorial 
laws which the 
investigation 


might indicate as desirable, I cannot do 
better than to repeat 
the suggestions 


contained in the preliminary report of 
Messrs .Jordan and Evermann upon the 
1901 investigation, as follows: 


"The size of the meshes of seines 


should be limited.

An exception may be

not exceeding thirty feet in length and 
with mesh no' under three-eighths inch 
in .extension for the purpose of taking 
bait.
